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5. Are we allowed to read all 
books and writings which are not 
forbidden by the Church? 

The Church prohibits only such 
books as seem to call for special 
measures. But other books may be, 
in particular places, or for particular 
classes of people, just as dangerous 
or more dangerous than those that 
come under the prohibition of the 
Chureh. We are bound In conscience 
to shun such books also. 

6. Who can give the permission 
to -ead or keep a forbidden book? 

This permission can be granted by 
the bishop or vicar-general and by 
those who have received authoriza- 
tion from the bishop. 

7. Who has charge of the book 
legislation of the Church? 

A committee of Cardinals and other 
learned mén, appointed by the Pope. 
Tt is called the “Congregation of the 
index.” Before sentence is passed on 
any doubtful book, the matter is dis- 
cussed at least three times. About 
thirty men of all nations, chosen for 
their learning and piety, take part 
In the proceedings. 

8. in what ways are books for 
bidden by the Church? 

The Church exereises her power 
either by general laws, prohititing 
entire classes of books without 
enumerating them singly, or by 
special decrees proscribing individual 
works. But the obligation tmposed 
on us is the same in either case, 

% What are our duties in relation 
to forbidden books? 

(1) We are not allowed 


te read 


forbidden books or prohibited news- 


papers or periodicals. 

(2) No one, whether he be the 
owner or not, le allowed to keep a 
forbidden book. 

(3) It is not lawful for a Catholic 
publisher or printer to lesve or print, 
or reprint forbidden books. Nor may 
a book seller keep such books in 
stock, unless he has obtained leave 
to do so; and we may sell them only 
hose whom he can reasonably 
presume to have permission for their

If @ person took part in @ 
fraudulent business deal, can he 
receive forgiveness after making 
restitution? 

Yes, but in order that there may 
be no doubt about the matter, one 
should explain the case to one's 
confessor, and ask his advice.
